A number of them 
had gone to dinner, but a larger num- 
ber were seated about the building, eat- 
ing their dinner, when the explosion 
occurred. 


The remains of David Clark, Joe. 
McArton and Jake Reinhammer, boiler 
makers, and Gus Laurebaugh, engi- 
neer, are now at the morgue. 
A num- 
ber of the injured have been removed 
to the West Penn hospital and others 
were taken to their homes. 


The names of the injured so for as lias 
been learned are*: Mark Conners and 
Chas. 
Aultenbaugher, 
both 
fatally; 
Stephen Carter, skull fractured, badly 
burned and recovery doubtful; Frank 
Manesky, aged sixteen, head bruised 
and hands burned. 


The boiler had been inspected recent- 
ly. The cause of the explosion is not 
yet known. 


Chas. Aultenbaugher is also dead. 
Five other persons were seriously, and 
many others badly injured.

For the cabinet the cards are engraved,

husband's given name. 


Among the last and best resolutions
